come in last night it w a s apparent 


t h a t John W. Davie would be the 
next Mayor of Oakland. 
The 
v o t e 


o f t h e c i t y was 8763, d i v i d e d 
u p 
in 


t h e wards as follows: 
First, 1192; 
Second, 1407; Third, 
1 2 1 4 ; 
Fourth, 
1380; Fifth, 968;Sixth, 122i;Seventh, 
1381. 
The total v o t e o f the city in 
1893 was 8529. 


When the early returns were re­ 
ceived Davie led h i s opponent, 
Nel­ 
son, b y almost 2 to 1. 
A s t h e even­ 
ing wore on the lead was reduced 
considerably, but it was apparent that 
Nelson was out of t h e race. 
At 11 
o'clock the partial returns gave* Davie 
2300 and Nelson 1850. 
Davie kep 
1 


his lead well, and it is estimaten that 
he will have a majority of over 600. 


Tne Waterloo tor Nelson 
was a 
complete surprise to his friends, as 
they supposed that h e was getting the 
silent vote of the city.

Important California Invention. 


Etta R. Shaw of Los Ga'os has in­ 
vented a machine for evaporating pur­ 
poses. 
It was first used to condense 
grape juice and its success caused it 
to be tried on sugar beet juice, which 
has 
also proved a success. 
The 
patent has been purchased by the 
Oxnards of the best sugar syndicate. 


Mrs. Shaw's machine is simple, con 
sisting of a long hollow cylinder— 
perhaps 50 or 100 feet long, accord 
ing to circumstances. 
This has a 
steam jacket, and there is an appar­ 
atus for blowing a current of cold 
air through the cylinder. 
The latter 
is given an almost horizontal position 
being tilted just enough to let the 
juice flow slowly from the upper to 
the lower end. 
A rotary motion is 
given the cylinder, and it is found 
.that the amount of evaporation which 
can be accomplished by this process 
is greater in proportion to coal con 
sumption and other items of expense 
than in any other way.

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THE 
LIEU LAND 
JOB. 


It is well that Governor Budd is 
taking time to consider the Coleman 
bill to amend section 3398 of the Po 
Utical Code, the object of which 
to surreptitiously confirm the title ot 
a ring of land grabbers to a vast 
amount of public land, estimated to 
be over 300,000 acres. 
Every hour 
and every day that the Governor ed 
lays will enable him to learn more 
of one of the most cunning and one 


of the most infamous schemes ever 
devised in this State, and that is say 


ing a great deal. 


When the Governor has finished 
his investigations, which will be, of 
course, before the time expires for 
him to act upon the bill, he will have 
(discovered how prudent and how 
wise it was not to sign the bill when 
it was first rushed down to him after 
the 
ring succeeded in getting it 
through the Senate. 
By pausing to 
obtain information he has enabled 
himself to learn how near he came to 
being used by pretended friends who 
are iifthe pay of the ring. 
He will, 


of course, veto the infamous bill and 
thwart the ring; at least every honest 
citizen who has confidence in the 
Governor's intelligence and integrity 
expects that he will interfere to pre­ 
vent the consumation of the fraud. 


The 
matter has been so well aired 
in the Chronicle that it is scarcely 
necessary to go over the details again. 
It may be assumed that the Governor 
and the general public now under­ 
stand the scheme fully, as the Legis­ 
lature did not, unless it is to be ad­ 
mitted that the influences were so 
strong as to prevent an exposure of 
the job. 


In a word, the Coleman bill is de­ 
signed to relinquish to the United 
States the title of the State to all of 
the 16th and 36 sections granted to 
the State for school purposes, which 
are included in the extensive Gov­ 
ernment reservations, in order to 
obtain from the Land Department of 
the United States a confirmation of 
the title to lands which have^been 
selected by»the State Surveyor Gen 
eral in lieu of the reserved school 
sections. 
The Surveyor-General has 
and has had that power all along and 
the pretended amendment to the sec­ 
tion of the code does not propose to 
change or modify his authority ; the 
change in the^fction as proposed is 
a mere subterfuge in order to smug­ 


gle the confirmatory clause through. 


But 
this does not explain the job, 
the grab, the steal—for it is nothing 
less. 
That the State should desire 
to obtain "lieu" lands for the school 
sections 
included in the United 
States reservations would seem to be 
all right 
For years and years the 
State has been endeavoring to obtain 
the listing of the lieu land selections. 
But a person not familiar with the 
operations of the ring would suppose 


that until the lands can be and are 
actually listed to the State no entries: 
of such lands could be ^made in-the 
State Land Office. 
Not so, how­ 
ever. 
The lieu land ring has been 
permitted to locate the lieu land 
selections in anticipation of the listing 


of the land to the State by the United 
States Land Department. 


The 
whole scheme ought to be 
ripped up. 
There is no principle of 


law 
or justice that will warrant the 
entry or sale of lands to which the 
State has not yet acquired a title. 
When the lieu land selections are re 
linquished to the State by the protest 
technically known as listing they 
should be thrown open to the gen 
erat public for entry and sale. 


A curious story has come to light 
since the exposure of the job which 
followed the passage of the Coleman 
bill in the Senate. . It seems that 
early in January of this year a ruling 


of the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office at Washington, which 


was 
favoi able to the lieu lands ring, 


was reversed by the Secretary of the 
Interior, 
who held that the State 
could not select 
lands in lieu of 
school sections included in the forest 
eservations. 


This decision was not, however, 
formally annouijced, but was held in 
abeyance at the instance, it is said, 


of Senatar Perkins, the object being 
to obtain 
legislation in Calif ruia 
which would 
warrant the Interior 
Department in ccnfirming the lieu 
lands selected by the State. 


The 
whole mcvem nt ua> in the 
interest of and for the purpose of aid 


ing 
the ring of land-grabbers who en­ 
gineered the Coleman bill through 
the Legislature and who are striving 
to induce the Governor to approve 
Under these circumstances, what 
will. Governor 
Budd
